Ths communist newspaper's at- 


tack upon Erkko came as a Fin- 
nish delegation waited in Moscow 
to resume talks with Russian offi- 
cials in what had been interpreted 
as an atmosphere of conciliation. 


Erkko asserted in his speech last 


Wednesday that Finland was ready 
to help improve Leningrad's de- 
fensive position, but "any guar- 
dianship which a foreign power 
might receive over Finnish terri- 
tory must be regarded" as endan- 
gering Finland's neutrality. 


Pravda charged Erkko "directly 


threatened the Soviets" although 
most foreign diplomats had viewed 
the Finnish minister's talk as 
"conciliatory."

cisely like that of former Polish 
Foreign Minister Beck," the paper 
asserted. 


Beck was Poland's spokesman on 


foreign policy during the Polish-

In that letter the Mayor 
showed the salaries paid to cor- 
poration counsels in other cities 
of the state of New York similar 
in size to Kingston.

Now, 
that letter could not increase the 
salary of the corporation counsel. 
The Charter of the City of Kings- 
ton had to be amended, and how 
was that done? A local law was 
introduced in the Common Coun- 
cil on November 9th, 1937 amend- 
ing the Charter of the City of 
Kingston to provide for a salary 
of $2,500 for the corporation coun- 
sel, an increase of $1,000. Under 
parliamentary procedure, that law 
liad to lay on the aldermen's desks 
until the next meeting, which was

signed and approved the law, and 
thus the Charter of the City of 
Kingston was amended and the 
salary was increased to commence 
January 1.

Alderman - at - large John J. 


Schwenk spoke as follows at the 
Republican rally Thursday eve- 
ning: 
« 


To clear up any misunderstand- 


ing that may exist in the minds 
of some people with respect to 
what the office which I seek con- 
sists of may I say that the alder- 
man-at-large is president of the 
Common Council and as such is 
its presiding officer. It is his duty 
as presiding officer, just as it is 
the duty of the presiding officer of 
any organization, to conduct the 
meetings of the council; to see 
that parliamentary rules and the 
rules of the council are followed 
with respect 
to debating, in- 


troduction of resolutions, referring 
resolutions to proper committees, 
receiving reports of committees, 
voting etc., and to enforce at all 
times the observance of order and 
decorum among its members. In 
that connection may I also say it 
is within the province of the alder- 
man-at-large to advise the coun- 
cil on points of order either when 
called upon for that purpose or 
when, in his opinion, it is neces- 
sary to do so. Furthermore, the 
alderman-at-large may state facts 
within his knowledge although he 
may not participate in debate. 


In conducting the meetings of 


the Common Council I have al- 
ways tried to preside in a fair and 
impartial manner. Of course, it 
has been necessary at times to de- 
clare motions and resolutions out 
of order when such motions or 
resolutions did not conform to the 
rules of the 
Common Council. 


In all my years as alderman-at- 
large, on only one occasion has a 
ruling of mine been questioned to 
the point that it was necessary to 
be put to a vote and such vote sus- 
tained my ruling. 
I have constantly maintained 


my interest in all of my duties as 
alderman-at-large and as presiding 
officer of the council. As proof of 


i that fact I have missed but one 
meeting of the council and that 
was on June 4,1955, at %vhich time 
I attended the Mayor's Conference 
at Syracuse, and that was in the 
interest of the city and with the ' 
approval of the Common Coun- • 
cil. That includes not only regular 
meetings of the council but spec- 
ial meetings as well as public hear- 
ings. In addition I have attended 
all meetings of the committees of 
which I am a member, as well 
as meetings of other committees or 
! the council since as presiding ofii- 
i cer, I am an ex-officio member 
of such committees, but without a 
vote. 
Prior to every meeting of the 


council, regular or special, I devote 
the necessary time, which some- 
times is of a considerable amount, 
in going over such business as will 
be presented to the council, so 
that I may be fully prepared to 
conduct the meeting in an orderly 
manner and to the best interest 
of the city. 
During the mayor's necessary 


absences I have acted for him and 
have given him my fullest co- 
operation and, in turn, have re- 
ceived from him his confidence 
and cooperation. 


I pride myself that during my 


term of office, in my contacts with 
the council I have received support 
on all major issues, from the 
entire personnel of the different 
councils. I mention that only as 
further proof of the fact that I 
have tried to be fair and impartial 
1 in my rulings. I wish to pay spec- 
ial tribute to Alderman Ryan from 
the Thirteenth ward, an able and 
experienced legislator, who has 
been a member of the Board of 
Supervisors and also an alderman 
at different times, and. who. al- 
though a member of the opposi- 
tion party has consistently co- 
operated with me in the conduct 
of my office. 


I wish again to promise the 


voters of this city that, if elected, 
I shall continue my sincerest effort 
to be as fair and impartial in -the 
administration of the office as-I 
possibly can. 


I have tried in the past and 


shall continue to try in the future 
to give by best efforts to the con- 
duct of the office and I shall en- 
deavor to cooperate with the 
mayor to the fullest extent.

It is objected against this proposal that it

It is objected that by pouring out state 


funds in this reckless fashion for a favored 
minority of citizens, it \\oulcl deprive csscn- 
liol state services of funds, thus penalizing 
many other groups in sore need. 


It is objected that the proposal is partial 


in its application, as farmers, merchants and 
professional people arc ineligible, because not 
classed as "workers." It is objected that the 
public schools would suffer for lack of funds. 


Even so, reason and common sense may 


not prevail against the big, informal lobby 
working for this scheme. It consists not 
only of elderly people who would be bene- 
ficiaries, but of young people trying to avoid 
family responsibilities and people in general 
who seem to think of money as growing on 
Christinas trees. 


This sort of thing means public bankruptcy 


and loss to everybody, in the long run, in- 
cluding the beneficiaries themselves, as they 
are finding out in Colorado, 


HOPE FOR SOME REFUGEES 


The British and French governments arc 


said to take u more cheerful view of the 
lefugee problem these days. Instead of the 
ren or twenty million persons recently ex- 
pected to be homeless as a result of Europe's 
current wars, they believe far fewer will have 
to be settled in special colonies in regions 
remote from their native lands. 


The reason for this revision of outlook is 


the Allies' expectation that they will win the 
war. \Vhen they luue achieved their goal 
they hope to make an end of the persecution 
of individuals for race, religion or political 
slews. They hope to return to their homes 
many of the people already scattered. The 
Allies plan to rebuild devastated regions as 
they rebuilt the \\ar-ravaged areas of France 
and Belgium z'fter 1918. 


These vie\\ s have been presented to Presi- 


dent Roosevelt by Myron C. Taylor, former 
head of the United States Steel Corporation 
and now American vice chairman of the in- 
tergovernmental committee on political refu- 
gees. They sound like a partial answer to the 
repeated question asked of the Allied govern- 
ments: "What arc your war aims?" 


This is all encouraging, but does not meet 


i he immediate needs of the many homeless

I have a physician friend, a former professor of 


medicine, who is now a practicing psychiatrist. I 
have referred several cases to him and the results 
have been excellent but he dislikes putting a label 
on the particular mental disease present, that is, 
give the ailment some definite name. He has several 
long talks with the patients, some of the talks last- 
ing as long as two hours. He seems to simply dis- 
cuss the every day affairs of life, and gets the pat- 
ient talking freely. In a casual way he'll ask the 
patient where he was born—city, village, or on a 
farm —ask about his early life before and at school, 
how he got along at home and at school, what lie 
liked best at that tune, what particular disappoint- 
ments or difficulties he had met, whether he had 
played w i t h the other children, and if not, wliy: 
what was his occupation, how did lie come to choose 
it or was it chosen for him by his parents; had be 
had any infections—teeth, tonsils, or other part; 
how was ho eating and sleeping: and what did he 
do with his leisure time 
When the; patient has thought up the answer*, to 


all these questions, has talked ahead about his life, 
his habits, his likes and dislikes, he lias given the 
psychiatrist a fairly complete picture of his inmost 
thoughts, feelings, and emotions. 


With this inlormation. the psychiatrist is usually 


able to sec or understand why the patient behaves 
as he does. The patient has 'his' reasons for 'differ- 
ent' or strange behavior because, as he sees things, 
his actions arc absolutely normal or right, even if 
they are different from the actions of others. 


In explaining to me how he was able to help 


these patients, Ihe psychiatrist said; "After hear- 
ing" his story I say to myself. "What would you do 
if you were in the patient's place?" I have to admit 
that 1 would likely behave as he does. And so I 
explain how the events of his early life, perhaps 
beinc overprotected by his parents, not playing 
enough with other jounsjsters and learning to givr 
and fake, had caused him to build up his own way 
of livinc a sort ot 'private' or 'special' way. whicn. 
of course, was not the way the other members of 
his family or the community lived. When he real- 
izes how he got started behaving "differently.;' it is 
not usually difficult to get him back to behaving in 
a more normal manner."

New York, voted for repeal de- 
spite the apparent partisan lineup, 
and the 36 Democrats who desert- 
ed their party leadership so as to 
vote against repeal all emphasize 
by contrast how little break in 
party lines really occurred on an 
issue of such nation-wide interest. 
When only 57 out of a House mem- 
bership of 435 abandon party lines, 
it does look as if party solidarity 
on both sides of the aisle has de- 
veloped irrespective of the grave 
nature of the international ques- 
tions confronting America today.

Had the new bill 
been written into law, the City of 
Flint would not have tieen per- 
mitted in the war zones. The in- 
cident may have brought a hasty 
end of debate. The new bill vir- 
tually forbids all voyages to bel- 
ligerent countries especially in 
Europe. The full effect 
of the 


new measure on trade with Eu- 
rope has yet to be appraised and 
there will be difficulties for the 
allies which they did not have in 
the last war, whereas the Ger- 
mans are carrying on a sub- 
marine campaign much more ef- 
fective at this stage of the war 
than in the corresponding early 
months of the last war.

All of these garden classes are 


hybrids; that is, they have been 
developed from 
native species. 


Most of the native species are May 
flowering. Many are still grown in 
rock gardens and for -naturalized 
effects. As a rule they are smaller 
and less hardy and. of course, of a 
much less interesting color range 
than the hybrids which represent 
several centuries of plant breed- 
ing for improvement. 


Being one of the oldest of gar- 


den floxvers with a recorded his- 
tory, the tulips have en interest- 
ing background. The oldest of the 
garden types are the breeders. No 
one knows from what native spec- 
ies they came. But they were 
grown by the Dutch breeders of 
the Sixteenth century for the pur- 
pose of producing, by the process 
known as '[breaking," the gayly 
striped varieties now called 
bybloemans and bizarres. These 
striped 
varieties 
were 
highly 


valued and speculating in them 
caused the financial crisis known 
as the tulipomania. 


The breeder tulips were never 


so highly valued for their own 
merits as they now are. when 
modern taste considers their rich 
but somewhat dull colors, in which 
tones of brown are usually pres- 
ent, most desirable in the garden. 


Darwin tulips were an introduc- 


tion late in the last century, sup- 
posed to be hybrids of breeder 
tulips, but the origin was kept se- 
cret by the introducers. They are 
characterized by soft pastel colors, 
always with white overblown, in- 
cluding a remarkably complete col- 
or range, but lacking entirely so 
far, good yellows. 


Cottage tulips are brighter In 


color, not so tall, and not so large 
as the Darwins and breeders. They 
are usually later and they have 
brilliant yellows. The flowers as a 
rule have pointed petals, which 
offer are inclined to reflex or turn 
back.

Science Might Use 
'Lonely Whale' in 
Test of Heartbeat 


{ 
Boston, Nov. 3 l*>—The "lone- 


j ly whale of Olga Bay"—allegedly 
imprisoned for the last 20 yean 
in a nearly land-locked inlet near 
the Bering Sea—may be the 
guinea pig for one of science's 
"biggest" jobs, if an internation- 
ally known Boston heart special- 
ist can get someone to test the 
big mammal's heartbeat 


Dr. Paul D. White, who de- 


clared about a year ago he was 
shopping around for a whale to 
add its heartbeat and pulse rec- 
ord to those of other great mam- 
mals for a possible solution of cer- 
tain problems of the human heart, 
said today he finally had located 
a likely subject. 


From a fisherman who lowers 


his nets each year in Alaskan 
waters off Kodiak Island, White 
said he learned of a great whale 
which is "playing around" in a 
sheltered body of water 17 miles 
long and five miles wide. 


Farther information came from 


Dr. Thomas G. Thompson, of the 
Oceanographic Laboratories 
at 


Seattle, who said he'd been told 
"the entrance to the bay is so 
narrow and shallow that the 
whale has not been out for at 
least 20 years." 


White, who already has tackled 


successfully the job of clocking 
the heart flutters of nine jumbo 
elephants of the Ringling Broth- 
ers Circus, said "the idea of get- 
ting apparatus up there to do the 
testing appeals to me, if it can be 
worked out."

Rich Wood Cargo Missing 


From Sunken Freighter 
The treasure ship of Lake Erie, 


the rugged and once glorious three- 
master schooner New Brunsvick, is 
free to settle for eternity in her 
sandy grave five miles out from 
Wheatley, Ont 


For the New Brunswick, after 80 


years, has satisfied the curiosity of 
treasure seekers who have dreamed 
of salvaging the cargo "that went 
down with her in a pounding storm 
in 1859. Divers entered the hull of 
the ship recently and found only the 
broken ribs and empty hull of a 
proud shij. that once sailed under 
three masts, the Detroit News re- 
ports. 


The searchers closed forever the 


legend cf the vast store of wealth 
in white oak and walnut that went 
down with the New Brunswick under 
the red flares of distress. 


The New Brunswick was a 


schooner in the days when lumber 
was king in Michigan and Ontario. 
Her skipper was Red McTavish and 
her first mate was Buff Warren. To- 
gether thev rode her through the 
Great Lakes and over the Atlantic 
to Liverpool. They carried a cargo 
of 18,000 bushels of wheat from Chi- 
cago and the New Brunswick w»s 
the first in history to cross the lakes 
and ocean. 


The New Brunswick rode through 


any weather and the season was 
late in 1859 when she fought to the 
death with Erie'* pounding waves 
and sheet-tearing winds. In the hid* 
and lashed to the decks with chains 
was a fortune in timber which h»d 
been loaded at Wallaceburg, Ont. 


Scores of farm and fisher folk 


watched her struggle from the shore 
and darkness had fallen when she 
foundered and went down. 
In a 


mad night of rescue all hands were 
saved except a cock who later died 
of exposure.

When .2 per cent soda ash was 
used, the fired transverse strength 
was increased more than 100 IDS./ 
in. 2. With .2 per cent lime there 
was a decrease of nearly 100 Ibs./ 
in. 2. Using a mixture of .2 per 
cent soda ash and a .2 per cent 
lime gave an increase in strength 
of about 25 Ibs./in. 2. This shows 
that the soda ash reduced the ef- 
fect 
of the 
lime considerably, 


whereas its own effects were not 
reduced as much. The density was 
affected in the same manner, in 
that soda ash increased the den- 
sity and lime lowered it. Mixtures 
of the two gave a brick with a 
density near that obtained with 
soda ash alone. Because of the 
increased density with the soda 
ash, the drying and firing shrink- 
age was also reduced. 


Probably the most noticeable ef- 


fect of the soda ash was the im- 
promement in color. In many in- 
stances, the brick in the upper por- 
tion of the scove kiln had a white 
scum. A .2 per cent addition of 
soda ash eliminated most of this 
scum. The desirable effects of so- 
da ash are most pronounced when 
not more than .4 per cent lime is 
used. When a higher lime content 
is used, the effects of the soda ash 
are so diminished that it is not 
practical to use it.
